WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—{,?}—An 


effort to organize the wet bloc of 
the house was today's contribution 
to the controversy which has raged 
in Washington since the Christmas 
holidays began. 


A meeting of house members not 


in sympathy with the prohibition 
law was called for this afternoon, 
marking one of the first coherent 
moves by congressional wets to pre- 
vent a united front in their at- 
tempts to repeal the Volstead law. 


"This country/ said Representa- 


tive Laguardia, 
republican, 
New 


York, a wet leader. "has 
gone 


through the same thing that Can- 
ada and other countries which had 
prohibition have gone through. Can- 
ada and the other countries have 
changed their laws, and now only 
this country and Finland remain. 
The wets are taking conditions as 
we find them and putting them in- 
to rscord, 


Says Drys Defeated. 


"The drys are defeated,' he con- 


tinued. "Prohibition has reached its 
peak. Our problem is to deal with 
the subject and put in to the fore— 
the one solution is putting the al- 
coholic liquor traffic under proper 
regulation. The states that want it 
should have it. 


"Dry champions are now ir. dis- 
pute among themselves as tu the 
facts, and the country is alive to 
the problem. Prohibition has 
one 
last lease on life, transfer of admin- 
istration from the treasury to the 
department of justice. In enforce- 
ment of prohibition fails there, that 
is the end of it." 


Representative Linthicum of Ma- 
ryland is a leader of the democrat- 
ic group identified with 
the wet 


bloc. 


Assail "Dry" Killings. 


The prohibition issue was renew- 


ed again the house yesterday with 
two wets assailing what they term- 
ed "dry killings.''

ROME, Jan. 8. W—Prin- 


cess Marie Jose, only daugh- 
ter of the king and queen of 
the Belgians, this morning 
became the bride of Prince 
Humbert of Piedmont, heir 
to the Italian throne. 


The ceremony was performed at 
mass in the historic Pauline chapel 
of -the Qulrinal Palace, scene of 
four conclaves for the election of 
popes and six years ago of the wed- 
ding of Humbert's sister, Princess 
Yolanda, to Count Calvl Di Bergolo. 


Cardinal 
Maffi, Archbishop of 
Pisa, noted astronomer and friend 
of the Italian royal family, perform- 
ed the ceremony. He was assisted 
by Monsignor Beccaria, chaplain of 
the royal household, who has bap- 
tized the bridegroom and had been 
his spiritual mentor through his 
youth. 


Three kings, two queens, two for- 
mer kings and three former queens 
as well as twenty-eight 
princes, 


and 28 princesses of the blood were 
among the guests, who constituted 
one of the most brilliant assem- 
blages seen at any European court 
since the war.

one vote because of the amount of 
stock or membership 
capital he 
may own. 
The board also asserted members

ated for the mutual benefit of mem- 
bers.

1929.During the last 12 months Com- 
missioner said, the prohibition bu- 
reau had captured 15,792 stills. Of 
the total 11,928 were south of the 
Mason-Dlxor. line, the Ohio river 
and the southern boundary of Mis- 
souri and included Texas and Ok- 
lahoma. 
North of the Mason-Dixon line, 
the Ohio river and east of the Mis- 
souri river, the commissioner sa.id 
the chief ingredient now used by

in that position. The story of his 
own life was remarkable for his 
adherence to the plan of- living 
enunciated by him, which consisted 
of: 


First—The period of education. 
Second—the period 
of achieve- 
ment. 


Third—The period of retirement 


as a. community asset. 
His parents forced by financial 
reverses to eke out a meager liv- 
ing in Brooklyn, N. Y., young Bok 
wag unable to attend the public 
schools after he was 13 years old. 
Ha became an office boy for the 
Western Union. By dint of studious 
application at night he managed to 
fit himself for the editorship of 
"The Brooklyn Magazine," a task 
which he assumed at the age of 19. 
His period of education came to 
a close much sooner "than in the 
case of the average college man of 
today. 


Bok's period of achievement dat- 


ed from the time of his acceptance 
of the editorship of the "Ladies 
Home Journal," tendered him by 
'Cyrus H. K. Curtis, when he was 
but 25 years old. 


In 
1894 Bok 
published "The 


Young Man in Business" and "The 
Young Man and the Church." These 
books were followed by "Success- 
ward" in 1895 and "Why I Believe 
in Poverty" in 1915. 
Begins Third Period 


On September 22, 1919, the date 


of Bok's retirement as editor of 
the "Ladies' Home Journal," after 
accumulating a fortune, began the 
third period of his life, ostensibly 
the period of retirement, but. an a 
matter of fact, a time filled to the

L many lives of benevolent endeavor. 
"Retire from work while young 


enough to enjoy life. 
Become a 


civic asset to the. community," had 
been Bok's advice to many a suc- 
cessful 
business man. A mere 


enumeration of some of his philan- 
thropic works would convince one 
of the benefits derived from self- 


, application of the advice. 


-Foremost among the distinguish- 


ed'public services rendered by Bok 
was his donation of the peace prize 
j*. $100,000 to any American who 
-ijiild advance the "best practical 
' plan by which the United States 


may cooperate with other nations 
to 
attain 
and 
preserve 
world 
peace." 


Another outstanding effort of the 


period of retirement was the pub- 
lishing of "The Americanization of 
Edward 
Bok," an autobiography 


written a half century after his 
start to success as an imigration 
boy from The Netherlands. The 
book, Widely read, was acclaimed 
by university authorities, the lead- 
ing autobiography of his genera- 
tion.

Bok was born in Den Helder, 
Holand, October 9, 1863. His great 
grandfather was admiral of 
the 
Dutch Navy; his grandfather, Wil- 
liam Bok, chief justice of the su- 
preme court; and his father, Wil- 
liam J. H. Bok, one of the minis- 
ters of the court of William III. 


His father left Holland because 


of a reversal of fortune and with 
his family settled in Brooklyn in 
1869. 


At the age of 16, Bok started the 


compilation of a list of autographs 
of famous men from all parts of 
the world. 
In 
a 
comparatively 


short time, he had increased the 
number to 10,000 and had gained 
considerable publicity for his ef- 
forts. 


Another early business venture 
was the establishment of the Bok 
Syndicate 
Press. 
Henry 
Ward 
Beecher, Bok's close friend, lent 
his aid to the project which was 
further helped along by the acqui- 
sition of several of the leading 
New York news writers. 


After 
selling "The Brooklyn 


Magazine," Bok became associated 
with Charles Scribner's 
Sons as 
house advertising manager. 
In 1896 he married Miss Mary 


Louise Curtis, daughter of Cyrus H. 
K. Curtis, head of the Curtis Pub- 
lishing company. Two sons, Curtis 
and Gary, were born to Mr. and 
Mrs. Bok^

Course of Human History 


One a Nazarite, the Other the Nazarene—Their 


Meeting on the Banks of the Jordan—When 


Jesus Met the Devil in the Desert. 


By W. T. ELLIS. 
Sea.ted on a bench in the pub- 


lic square in front of the white 
house, Washington, I recently saw 
a 
roughly-clad, shaggy-beareded, 


kindly-eyed man, wliose poor travel 
bag bore in bold letters the legend, 
"Tne Herald of tho Christ." 
The 


dust of the road was on him, and 
ho evidently 
did 
his journeying 


afoot. 
At the 
moment 
he was 


writing. I could not tarry to talk, 
but the sight of the man called to 
mind the many "-forerunners" I 
have seen vagabonding; and 
the 


difference between them all and the 
skin-clad desert 
ascetic by 
the 


banks of the Jordan, who in no 
wise called attention to himself, but 
was content to b» a voice and a 
fingerboard, directing men's minds 
to the Coming One. 
This business of being a herald is 


a rather simple one, but it must bo 
utterly free from oelf-exploitation. 
Any stick is good for 
pointing— 


pro'vided it be straight. John 
the 


Baptist was simply equipped, with 
a plain message. 
One of the cre- 


dentials 
of 
any real prophet 
is 


his ability to talk straight and sim- 
ply, and to the intelligence of the 
most ordinary persons. 
Common 


soldiers, peasants, tribesmen from 
the desert, all could grasp every- 
thing that John the Baptist had to 
say; even as was the case 
later 


with Jesus. 
One of 'the explicit 


biographical facts about our Lord 
is that "The common people heard 
him gladly." 
A Family Tie 


Not everybody remembers thai 


John the Baptist and Jesus were 
relatives. Their mothers were cou- 
sins. The two young men were of 
about the same age. Both were spe- 
cial heirs of a prophesied mission. 
In training, they were not greatly 
differentiated: John got his mes- 
sage in the rough life of the wil- 
derness, and Jesus obtained His in 
the severe school of a small-town 
workingman's 
shop 
and home. 


Neither man was above the labor- 
ing class. Both had been educat- 
ed by life. 


Doubtless 
John 
and Jesus, as 


kinsmen, knew 
each 
other, and 


knew also the wonder stories that 
had attended the births of both. 
After 
John's preparation period, 


this 
Nazarite 
preacher-reformer 


had begun to sound his stern mes- 
sage of repentance. 
People of all 


classes thronged to him, and be 
baptized converts in the Jordan ri- 
ver. 


Thus was the scene set for the 


dramatic public appearance of Je- 
Bus. In the eyes of the multitude, 
He formally identified Himself with 
John's cause, and offered Himself 
for baptism. Even John refused at 
first to accept this possibility. But 
Jesus insisted, laying down the per- 
petual and universal principle that 
a man should identify himself with 
the best of his 
time. 
"Thus it 


becometh us to fulfill all righteous- 
ness." Here is the answer to all 
who balk at joining the church, be- 
cause of her imperfections. 


Before the Battle 


There can be no doubt that this 


• -event was 'a profound spiritual ex- 


perience for Jesus.. It marked the 
formal beginning of His life work. 
Not only was there the testimony 
ot John to confirm His call , but 
also the voice from 
the clouds: 


"This Is My beloved Son, in Whom 
I am well pleased." Thus with 
a 


miracle began 
tho 
miracle-filled 


ministry of the Master. 


He was to need all this reenforce- 


ment. For He set out from the 
ecstatic spiritual experience of bap- 
tism and heavenly confirmation to 
spend a time alone In the 
desert, 


there to face the vast questions of 
His personality and of His mission. 
In front of Him stretched the hard 
years of ministry and of suffering, 
climaxing on the hill called Cavalry. 


In solitude we develop fortitude. 


A quiet, time, alone with God, is the 
best preparation 
for 
stress and 


struggle. Above the tumult of this 
machine age. and the enticements 
find engrossments of an ail-pervas- 
ive 
materialism. Christ's 
voice 


sounds today, sayingi "Come ye 
apart and rest awhile." 


Entor tho Devil 


New fashions in theology dismiss 


the devil. He has gone from many 
pulpits—at least, the preaching of 
him has gone. But he still remains 
in the Bible, .and in the experience 
of most honest souls. Certain forms 
of 
psychology 
have 
substituted 


"complexes" for Satan; and some of 
us cannot see much difference be- 
tween the two. That there is a 
malign power which incites men to 
he their worse selves, instead of 
their better nelvea, is the convic- 
tion of most persons who have tried 
to live a life of the spirit.

Earl M. Greer of Wills Point: "In

Claim Not Qualified.

Farm Real Estate 


In Best Position 


Since "Deflation"

WASHINGTON — CD— Still con- 


tinuing downward, but at a slower 
rate, farm real estate values last 
year showed the smallest 
annual 


loss since the current period of 
flation set in. the bureau of agricul- 
tural economics reveals. 


In the 1928-'29 12-month periO' 


values per acre of all farm lands, 
Tncluding 
the 
improvements on 


them, declined slightly less than 1 
per cent, averaged for the United 
States as a whole. Few of the 
sharp state declines of recent years 
were shown. This is particularly 
true of the corn belt states. 
Compared with pre-war levels, 


the country wide average acre-value 
stands about 16 per cent higher 
than before the war. In 1920 the 
corresponding position was 70 per 
cent above pre-war. 
When allow- 


ance Is made for the lower pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, farm 
real estate in 1929 was worth on 
the average about 20 percent less 
than before the war. 


The number of farm foreclosures 


and related defaults was less in the 
last 12-month period than in the 
one immediately preceding. On the 
average, 19.4 farms out of every 
3(000 were lost by default as com- 
pared to 22.8 lost for the year be- 
fore. 


In most states the number of dis- 
tress transactions was less than in 
the year before, but there was con- 
siderable variations as between lo- 
calities in the same state, and some 
communities reported 
more fore 


closures than previously.

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ADDITIONAL EVIDENCE THAT 


MAN INHABITED TEXAS PRIOR 


TO LAST GREAT ICE SHEET 


AUSTIN, Jan. 7.—(SP)—Addi- 


tional evidence that man inhabited 
Texas prior to the last great ice 
sheet which swept the American 
continent 
approximately 
25,000 


years ago waa presented before the 
Geological Society of America at Its 
meeting during the Christmas holi- 
days by Dr. E. H. Sellards, associate 
director of the bureau of economic 
geology at the University of Texas, 
in his account of the finding of an 
image in a gravel pit near Cedar 
Creek, five miles west of Malakoff, 
Texas. 
"The image is made from a sand- 


stone concretionary boulder," Dr. 
Sellards said. "By 
carving, 
tie. 


buulder was made to represent a 
head, eyes, ears, nose and mouth, 
being indicated. The ears are carv- 
ed in relief, the nose partly •'so. 
Teeth are represented by rounded 
small bored excavations in the un- 
der side of the mouth cavity. An 
excavation under the chin appar- 
ently indicates a method of sup- 
porting the head in an upright posi- 
tion. 
"The image was found by I. Mor- 


gado, operator of the gravel pit, 
and was brought to the attention 
of the university officials by V. 
Doctorman of the Texas Clay Pro- 
ducts company of Malakoff, 
for 


•which company the gravel was be- 
ing excavated. 
It has since been 


presented to the university by T. 
A. Bartlett. manager of the Texas 
Clay Products company. 


"The boulder on which the image 


•was carved weighs approximately 
75 pounds and 
was found at 
a 


depth of 16.5 feet. It is egg shaped 
approximately 14 by 16 inches. The 
gravel pit :s above 
present 
flood 


plain level." 
This image is the latest discovery 


which seems 
to 
strengthen the 


growing belief in the presence of 
Pleistocene man in America, ac- 
croding to J. E. Pearce, professor 
of anthropology in the university. 
Much of the 
archaeological evi- 


dence of this'nature that has been 
found is of Texas origin. 


An extinct buffalo fossil remains 


was found some four or five years 
ago in the Pleistocene level on 
Lone Wolk creek in Mitchell coun- 
ty by representatives of the Colo- 
rado Museum of Natural History, 
Professor Pearce 
said. 
Beneath 


the fossil were found four speci- 
mens of flint blades, indicating that 
the animal was wounded by man. 
Other specimens have been found 


in Southern Colorado and is New 
Mexico, and also in the high ter- 
roces near Abilene. The latter re- 
mains were found by Dr. Cyrus H. 
Ray fo Abilene and representatives 
of the Southwest Plains Historical 
Society. Dr. J. W. Gldley of the 
Smithsonian Institution has exam- 
ined these. The weapons and other 
relics imply a crude state of cul- 
ture but are 
unmistakably evi- 


dence of human inhabitation of 
the country prior to the ice sheets. 
Professor 
Pearce 
himself also 


found some flint artifacts near his 
lodge on the banks of the Colorado 
river near Austin which are identi- 
cal in character with those found 
near Abilene. 
"It is all one story," Professor 
Pearce said. "Each discovery only 
adds to previous evidence that man 
inhabited North America 50,000 or 
100.000 years ago. It was formerly 
believed that there were no human 
inhabitants on this continent prior 
to the sweep of the ice sheets over 
the country, the last of which came 
some 25,000 years ago. 
Of course, 


the ice sheets did not extend into 
what is now Texas—they stopped at 
the Ohio river—but their 
coming 


established the end of the Pleisto- 
cene Age. 
"The finding 
of this Malakoff 


image is of great significance in 
anthropological circles, since it is 
so definitely of man-made 
origin 


and was found in the Pleistocene 
level."

.January 11 and mailed to all tax- 
payers who filed rcUirns for 19'J8. 
No material change has henn made 
in tile forms except to reduce them 
in size, howi'ver, the conjjrcss pa.-H 
cd a joint resolution reducing the 
rates of normal income tax for tho 
calendar year lH.?f>, as follows- 


The first $4,000 of the net In- 
come in excess of the personal ex- 
emption and other credits shall bo 
taxed at l-i; per cent instead of 
1 1-2 per cent. The second SI,000 
of the net income in excess <-,! :i!ifh 
credits shall be taxed at 2 per cent 
insetad of 3 per cont and the bal- 
ance of the net income shall he 
taxed at 4 per cent instead of 5 pe-- 
cent, 
' ' 


In accordance with this reduc- 


tion the n<.rmal tax on the earned 
net income RK reported must he 
computed at 1-2 per cent; also tlv 
credit claim for tax paid at source 
on tax free covenant binds should 
be computed at 1-2 per cent instead 
of 1 a-2 per cent. These reduced 
rates in tax apply only to the pur- 
lion of incomo attributable In I'.CO 
derived by taxpayers from a pan. 
ncrshlp, an estate or a trust filing 
returns on a fiscal year basis.
